In the wake of an unpreced¬ 
ented spike in deaths caused by 
fentanyl overdoses, the Alberta 
government said it is acceler¬ 
ating efforts on several fronts 
to get life-saving 
medications in 
play. 

Health Min¬ 
ister Sarah 
Hoffman said 
Wednesday the 
government 
is assembling 
2,000 addition¬ 
al naloxone kits, 
which can save 
people who are overdosing, 
and adding more human re¬ 
sources to combat a drug that 
has led to 213 fatal overdoses 
in Alberta in just the first nine 
months of 2015. 

“There is a dedicated team 
of experts working on this file 
every day and that team con¬ 
tinues to grow,” she said. 


Hoffman said Alberta is “fast- 
tracking” changes to allow all 
first responders to administer 
naloxone, which they can’t cur¬ 
rently do. Work is also under¬ 
way with the Alberta’s College 
of Physicians and Surgeons, 
she said, to get more doctors 
trained to prescribe methadone 
and suboxone — both of which, 
science shows, lead to fewer 
overdoses and deaths. 

“We also need to address the 
root causes that lead people to 
use fentanyl, and address opi¬ 
oid addiction more broadly,” 
she said. 

Liberal leader Dr. David 
Swann is 
working on 
the province’s 
Mental Health 
Review Com¬ 
mittee, which 
was asked to 
fast-track rec¬ 
ommendations 
around the 
drug as part of 
their broader 
work. “It’s a drug that’s being 
used not only by recreational 
users, but by addicts and it 
carries a tremendous risks,” 
he said. 

In November, Hoffman and 
the NDP faced criticism from 
opposition benches that their 
actions on the issue were too 
slow. 
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The trend in deaths 
has only been 
going one way, 
and that's up.

Woman starts a soccer 
friendly for refugee kids

Cash sought to 
buy hundreds 
of balls for 
Syrian children

When Syrian refugees begin ar¬ 
riving in Edmonton this month, 
the first thing Diana Steele wants 
each child to have is a soccer ball. 

No matter where you’re from, 
eveiyone knows what a soccer 
ball is, Steele said. And as a moth¬ 
er of two young boys, she said 
she couldn’t think of a better way 
to welcome children to Canada 
than with an invitation to play. 

“Kids don’t see racism, they 
don’t see religion, they just need 
another kid,” Steele said. “And 
for a child to hand another child 
a soccer ball, to me it sends a 
message of, ‘You’re welcome 
here. We want to play with you. 
You’re safe.’” 

Steele is hoping to raise $5,000 
through a GoFundMe page to 
buy at least 250 new soccer balls 
before Dec. 17, when the Edmon¬ 
ton Mennonite Centre for New¬ 
comers expects the first flight of 
refugees to land in Edmonton. 

She is also accepting dona¬ 
tions of new balls, mittens, hats 
and stuffed animals to give to 
children in welcome packages. 


Q DETAILS 

— Refugees will begin arriv¬ 
ing in Canada on Dec. 10. 

— In Alberta, refugees will 
find new homes in Edmon¬ 
ton, Calgary, Red Deer, 
Medicine Hat and Leth¬ 
bridge. 

— The Alberta government 
has committed more than 
$1 million to the resettle¬ 
ment costs. 


Steele said she thought of the 
idea because her sons, Ben, 5, 
and Sam, 8, love playing soc¬ 
cer with their dad, and many 
other organizations are already 
working to provide the basics for 
refugees, such as shelter, cloth¬ 
ing and food. 

She wanted to offer something 
that would help her children 
understand the refugee crisis 
while helping newly arriving 
children feel at home. 

“I kept thinking of myself as 
a parent, and how I would feel 
if I’m fleeing my country and 
taking my children with me,” 
Steele said. 

“If I were a parent in that situa¬ 
tion and a child from that coun¬ 
try that was accepting us went 
up to my child and gave them 
a gift, it’s something that would 
comfort me in a way I can’t even 
describe.”

Holly Thompson tapped a com¬ 
munity that, evidently, wanted 
to help. 

In late November, Thompson, 
a nursing student at the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta, started a dona¬ 
tion drive on Faceboolc for Syr¬ 
ian refugees after reading about 
their stoiy in the newspaper. The 
response has been so powerful, 
though, that she’s now partner¬ 
ing with organizations working 
with the newcomers to handle 
all the donations. 

The idea began as a closed 
Faceboolc event, with Thomp¬ 
son inviting roughly 140 of her 
friends and family, but within 
a week, more than 600 people 
were offering items for donation. 

“I (then) made it a public event 
thinking that some other people 
would want to donate and the re¬ 
sponse was just so wild,” Thomp¬ 
son said. “The response has been 
amazing.” 

The St. Vincent de Paul Society 
originally handled all donations 
Thompson was receiving, but due 
to the overwhelming response, 
she’s now co-ordinating with the 
Islamic Family Social Services and 
the Mennonite Centre. 

If people are unable to drop 
items off, Thompson is even of¬ 
fering to pick things up. 

All donations are being ac¬ 
cepted so long as the items are 
in good or moderate condition. 

Thompson has posted on Fa- 
ceboolc she will wind down the 
donation drive as of Dec. 20. 
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TRIPLE HOMICIDE 

Neighbours aghast 
at who is charged 


People who know the young 
man accused of killing three 
people in a rural area west of 
Edmonton say they can’t be¬ 
lieve he would be capable of 
committing such crimes. 

RCMP shot Miclcell Clayton 
Bailey, 19, on Tuesday during 
his arrest. He is charged with 
two counts of first-degree mur¬ 
der and one count of second- 
degree murder. 

Investigators say a Mountie 
hit Bailey with a single shot as 
he walked out of a house carry¬ 
ing a firearm. Bailey remains 
in hospital in serious condition 
following surgery. 

Bailey’s uncle was once mar¬ 
ried to Roxanne Berube, one 
of the victims. 

Linda Osipow said she has 
known Bailey since he was a 
baby. He helped her with her 
fruit business last 
summer by haul¬ 
ing produce and 
setting up tables 
at her roadside 
stand. 

She said he was 
never aggressive 
or violent and was 
always pleasant to 
deal with. 

“He is just a 
big, goofy kid,” 
she said of the suspect Wed¬ 
nesday. 

“I still can’t believe that 
Miclcell did it. I don’t know 
what evidence the police have 
that would point them in that 
direction, because he is the last 
person that I could even im¬ 
agine doing anything like this.” 

Mounties found the bodies 
of Berube, 36, another female 
and Daniel Miller on Sunday 
in the home they shared near 
Peers, a hamlet just outside 
of Edson. 

Police have not released the 
name of the second female, but 
friends and family on Faceboolc 
have identified her as Berube’s 


teenage daughter. 

Osipow said Bailey moved 
in with his grandfather, Herb 
Heintz, three years ago. The 
84-year-old is almost blind 
and can no longer drive. Bail¬ 
ey helped him run the farm, 
drove him to doctor’s appoint¬ 
ments and took him for gro¬ 
ceries, she said. 

“In all of the time that I have 
known Miclcell I have known 
him only to be a good kid. Un¬ 
fathomable. I can’t wrap my 
head around it.” 

Heintz’s house is a few hun¬ 
dred metres down the road 
from the home where the three 
bodies were found. 

Bailey’s Faceboolc page 
shows pictures of seven hand¬ 
guns and an image of a sports 
car. There is no mention of the 
shootings. 

The most re¬ 
cent posting is 
of a trailer for 
the movie Fast 
and Furious 
8 that is dat¬ 
ed only a few 
hours before 
Bailey was shot 
by police. 

A posting on 
the day Moun¬ 
ties found the 
three bodies is of a cartoon 
that features baby penguins 
sliding on ice. 

John Mysliclci, a former 
school teacher who has lived 
in the area for 39 years, said 
the killings have frightened 
the community. 

Despite the arrest, people 
are locking their doors; they 
didn’t before. 

“It does make you really 
heartsick,” Mysliclci said, chok¬ 
ing back sobs. “I hope we all 
remember Roxanne and how 
kind all of them were. And I 
hope we all remember those 
three for the good things that 
they did.” the Canadian press

Alberta’s Workers Compensa¬ 
tion Board will now be mak¬ 
ing changes to its online 2016 
coverage guidelines after the 
NDP government said it would 
clarify the “intent” of Bill 6 on 
farm safety. 

Fallout from the much-ma¬ 
ligned legislation continued 


Wednesday, as more than 250 
farmers and ranchers rallied in 
Olcotolcs during a government 
consultation on the legislation, 
tabled late last month. 

If passed, the bill will es¬ 
sentially force blanket worlc- 
ers-compensation coverage of 
Alberta farm workers. 

Bill 6 has drawn ire primar¬ 
ily because farmers say it will 
cost them extra for family 
members and neighbours who 
pitch in to help. 

The bill is still in second 
reading at the legislature, and 
government amendments, pur¬ 
ported to clarify any earlier 
miscommunication, have yet 
to be introduced. 

On Wednesday, the WCB 
website stated, “If proposed 
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Government was 
not clear about 
our intention. 

Minister Lori Sigurdson 

legislation passes, all farming 
and ranching operations in 
Alberta will require coverage 
for their workers ...” 

The site goes on to define 
workers as “any people work¬ 
ing on the farm who are not 
business owners, e.g., full-time 
and part-time employees, cas¬ 
ual/shared labour, family mem¬ 
bers and subcontractors who 
do not have their own WCB 
coverage.” 


When asked about the WCB 
site Wednesday, Minister of 
Job, Skills, Training and Labour 
Lori Sigurdson referred to the 
government’s messaging on 
the file. 

“There have been miscom- 
munications on Bill 6, includ¬ 
ing from official sources, be¬ 
cause government was not 
clear about our intention and 
we are clarifying that now with 
amendments,” said Sigurdson, 
through an e-mailed statement 
from her press secretaiy. 

A statement from the WCB 
said it will remove wording 
on its site that’s “not consist¬ 
ent with the intent” of Bill 6. 

WCB said it will update the 
site to reflect the government’s 
intent with Bill 6. 


LGBTQ POLICY 

Critics see much room for improvement

Edmonton Catholic School 
trustees pushed a policy for 
gender identity and expres¬ 
sion further along on its path 
Tuesday night, but it still needs 
work, according to critics. 

“I think we still see tremen¬ 
dous need for changes, and a 


third draft that needs to be 
much more specific and com¬ 
prehensive,” said Kris Wells, 
an expert on LGBTQpolicy and 
University of Alberta professor. 

He said the second reading 
of the policy at Tuesday’s meet¬ 
ing “doesn’t instil much con¬ 
fidence” in the board’s ability 
to support LGBTQ students 
and staff in Edmonton schools. 

Since trustees saw a first 
draft of the policy in Septem¬ 


ber, it has been shortened and 
changed considerably. 

“It’s been made so vague 
and generalized it’s virtually 
meaningless,” Wells said. 

But though he’s critical of 
the work done to date, Wells 
also said the board “was wise to 
pause and not rush the policy 
through,” leaving room for 
change before a third reading. 

Board chairwoman Mari¬ 
lyn Bergstra said not pushing 


through to a third reading this 
week was deliberate and meant 
to give time for guidelines to 
come in from the minister of 
education. 

“I would suspect the docu¬ 
ment will evolve a bit before 
we see it again,” she said. 

Bergstra said she spoke with 
ministry representatives Wed¬ 
nesday and expects detailed 
guidelines to come “in the early 
new year.”

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COUNCIL 

Budget 

highlights 

Councillors moved closer to a 
final budget Wednesday as some 
items made the cut and others 
didn’t. Here are the highlights: 

1) Brewery building banked 

Councillors begrudgingly 
funded rehabilitation work at 
the Molson brewery site, but 
delayed when the cash will flow. 

In 2018, the city will start put¬ 
ting $800,000 a year, over nine 
years, into a program to help 
cover costs of restoring the his¬ 
toric brewery in Oliver. 

But several councillors ex¬ 
pressed reservations about spend¬ 
ing money on what, ultimately, 
is a privately owned building. 

Coun. Ben Henderson said the 
option of making restoration part 
of the rezoning for the develop¬ 
ment is long gone and this would 
save an important piece of the 
city’s history. 

2) Coyote communications 

The city’s coyotes will have 
a few more watchful eyes on 
them next year as council ap¬ 
proved funding $200,000 to hire 
more officers. 

Coun. Michael Walters cham¬ 
pioned the idea and said in 
addition to the new officers, 
the money would pay for pub¬ 
lic education — including the 
message people should “please 
stop feeding coyotes.”

3) 'Complicated' Rossdale 

Proposed planning work for 
the Rossdale area will continue 
after councillors narrowly sup¬ 
ported more funding for the 
project. 

The money will allow the city 
to work on plans for the area, 
which includes Telus Field and 
the old Rossdale power plant. 
Coun. Mike Nickel opposed the 
funding. 

“It would be the wrong place 
to be putting the cash,” he said. 
“We have to start prioritizing.” 

Coun. Michael Oshry said 
otherwise. 

“This is the most interesting 
piece of land in the city that is 
undeveloped and it’s the most 
complicated piece of land.”

Chief Rod Knecht said Edmonton 
police will be cutting programs 
and consulting with the public 
about top policing priorities after 
city councillors gave the force a 
fraction of what it requested in 
budget deliberations Wednesday. 

The police asked council for 


$49.1 million to be added to 
their baseline budget over the 
next three years, which they 
said would be used to pay for 
137 new patrol officers, more de¬ 
tectives in specialized units and 
officers to patrol the lands the 
city intends to annex in Leduc. 

But councillors approved just 
$8.5 million of that request on 
Wednesday, without earmarking 
the new money for any one pro¬ 
ject. 

Mayor Don Iveson said the 
funding would allow the force 
to know how much money to 
expect and adjust its services 
accordingly. 

“This lets the commission and 
the chief do their work and move 
resources to the areas of highest 
need,” he said. 
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I don't think 
it's going to be 
a big hockey 
sack of money 
from anybody 
for anything, 
including policing. 

Chief Rod Knecht on 
lobbying for provincial cash 

Iveson said he wants to work 
with the police to lobby the prov¬ 
ince for more funding for their 
work, noting policing costs have 
grown at “double the rate of infla¬ 
tion” over several years, a trend 
the city can no longer afford to 


fund on its own. 

Knecht said the police force 
has received 12,000 more calls 
for service this year compared to 
last and that dealing with those 
is his top priority. 

“At the end of the day, when 
people phone 911 or the police 
they expect a police officer to 
show up; they demand it,” he 
said. 

He said the force is in the early 
stages of determining how to 
use its limited resources, but 
responding to calls is his priority. 

Programs will have to be cut, 
he stressed. 

The police were hoping to add 
investigators to the homicide, 
sexual-assault and hate-crimes 
units, but Knecht said that’s now 
unlikely. 


“We won’t be adding those 
resources. At the end of the day 
there’s only so much we can do 
with what we have.” 

Another place cuts may be 
coming is school resource of¬ 
ficers. 

“School resource officers don’t 
respond to calls for service, so 
that’s the challenge,” Knecht said. 

He added they hope to consult 
with the public on what they 
should cut. 

Knecht said he’s encouraged 
Iveson wants to help lobby the 
province for additional money, 
but he knows the provincial gov¬ 
ernment is also short on cash. 

“I don’t think it’s going to be 
a big hockey sack of money from 
anybody for anything, including 
policing.”

Screen time not beneficial for kids: Researchers

New research from the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta is challenging the 
assumption that tablets, elec¬ 
tronic games, apps and other 
media help children learn. 

Valerie Carson, an assist¬ 
ant professor in the faculty 
of physical education and re¬ 


creation, and Sandra Wiebe, 
an assistant professor in the 
department of psychology, are 
recruiting 100 children aged 
two-and-a-haff to four years old 
to leam more about how physic¬ 
al and sedentary activity affects 
the way children leam. 

The research is ongoing, 
but early results show seden- 
taiy activity, like watching TV, 
either had either no effect or 
had a detrimental affect when 


it comes to cognitive develop¬ 
ment. Activities like reading and 
being read to, as well as physical 
activity, proved beneficial. 

“There hasn’t been a lot of 
research done in this young age 
group and there hasn’t been a 
lot of research into how it re¬ 
lates to brain development,” 
Carson said. 

“With all the new screens 
and devices coming out and this 
period being a really important 


period of brain development, it’s 
important to understand what 
impact this is going to have on 
future generations of children.” 

Children involved in the 
study do game-like tasks on 
computer screens that analyze 
factors including their memoiy 
and how they respond to the 
activity on the screen. A spe¬ 
cialized cap records electrical 
fluctuations in their brain dur¬ 
ing game play. 


Carson said that while regu¬ 
lar physical activity is best for 
young children, sedentaiy ac¬ 
tivity like reading is still bet¬ 
ter than electronic games and 
screen time. 

“The key message is mod¬ 
eration,” Carson said. “And if 
parents continue to interact 
with their children while they’re 
using those screens, they could 
potentially negate some of the 
detrimental effects.”

Four 
ways for 
you to

Here are four ideas: 

O Shovel: 

"One of the easiest ways to 
help improve winter and sens¬ 
ibility is by simply shoveling 
your sidewalk ... This goes a 
long way to ensuring people 
with mobility challenges are 
able to use the sidewalk in¬ 
stead of driving on the road, 
into oncoming traffic." 

0 Clear curb- 
side ramps: 

"One of the most frustrating 
aspects of winter is snow- 
filled curb ramps on the 
corner of sidewalk paths. 
[Clearing them] may prevent 
someone in a wheelchair or 
scooter from having to turn 
back ... or even worse yet, 
get stuck in the snow." 

0 Helping hands: 

"Keep an eye out for people 
who may need a bit of 
a helping hand when it 
comes to getting through 
the snow. Trying to navi¬ 
gate through soft and wet 
snow is the worst." 

Q Sand/ice melt: 

"Make sure to use sand or 
ice melt to prevent slip¬ 
ping and falling ... If it 
works for vehicles, it will 
work for wheeled mo¬ 
bility devices."

like to the store,” said Maxwell, 
a wheelchair user. 

“The videos are to show 
people and show the govern¬ 
ment the reality.” 

It’s a reality he’s been blog¬ 
ging about since 2009, through 
his MightyWheels.ca blog, 
highlighting how accessibility 
challenges that exist in warm¬ 
er months are exacerbated in 
winter, making sidewalks and 
pathways impassable in some 
cases. 

Sidewalks that are “slant¬ 
ed, cracked, and basically un¬ 
usable” in the summer become 
“10 times worse in the winter,” 
he said. 

But his lobbying and blog¬ 
ging hasn’t created the change 
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I think the video 
achieves exactly 
what he wants to 
show.

he wants to see. So, recently, 
Maxwell reached out to The 
Local Good to see if they had 
a videographer who could help 
him show people his daily 
struggle. 

Jude Keefe answered the call, 
and helped him film a simple 
trip around the block to a gro- 
ceiy store last week. 

“I was trying to profile him 
without helping him ... which 


is want he wanted,” she said. 
“It was heartbreaking to be a 
part of it that way.” 

In the video, Maxwell gets 
stuck and loses traction, and 
illustrates the challenges faced 
by wheelchair users, moth¬ 
ers with strollers and elderly 
people navigating the city. 

“I think the video achieves 
exactly what he wants to 
show,” Keefe said, adding that 
at one point, a passerby insists 
on helping Maxwell, demon¬ 
strating the flip side. 

“I really hope that he is able 
to make a statement with it 
because it’s the beginning of 
something, I feel.” 

Keefe’s video will be posted 
to Maxwell’s blog later this 
month.

The Royal Alberta Museum 
is holding a 48-hour goodbye 
party this weekend — one hour 
for each year the museum has 
been at its current location on 
the western edge of downtown.

For incarcerated women, motherhood can be life-changing. One jail in B.C. was helping 
inmates make the most of that opportunity. Now, the fight is on to ensure that it still can. 


‘Everybody needs hope’

“If you consent to this call be¬ 
ing recorded, and if you accept 
this call as a collect call, dial one 
now.” 

It’s June 10, and the automated 
message indicates Melody Hut¬ 
chinson is calling collect from a 
payphone inside Alouette Correc¬ 
tional Centre for Women. 

Hutchinson is 25 and indigen¬ 
ous, from Trail, B.C. She is preg¬ 
nant and due to give birth about 
two weeks before her release at 
the end of July. 

Hutchinson is trying, desper¬ 
ately, to access Alouette’s moth¬ 
er-baby program, which allows 
women who give birth while 
incarcerated to live with their 
children inside jail. 

“They’re not even giving me a 
chance. My son’s not even bom 
yet. People make mistakes, but 
people change,” Hutchinson says. 

The program ran from 2005- 
2008 before being shut down. 
Inmates then challenged the 
closure in court, on constitu¬ 
tional grounds. In 2013, a B.C. 
Supreme Court judge mled that 
cancelling the program violated 
the charter rights of mothers and 
babies to be together. 

Following a $163,000 reno¬ 
vation, B.C.’s Ministry of Justice 
announced the reopening of 
Alouette’s mother-baby unit in 
June 2014. But since then not 
one inmate has been allowed 
to participate. 

Hutchinson says she has been 
in and out of jail since she was 
a teenager and had a “crazy 


childhood.” Her father was a 
musician who travelled a lot 
when she was young, she says, 
and her mother was an addict. 
She spent time in foster care 
and youth corrections. She tried 
crack for the first time at age 13. 

Hutchinson has two other 
young children who live together 
with adoptive parents in Coquit¬ 
lam. When she found out she 
was pregnant for a third time 


last fall, Hutchinson says, “I just 
wanted to change my life. I was 
freaked out and I didn’t want to 
lose my son.” 

In February, Hutchinson says, 
she relapsed after several months 
off dmgs. 

Her brother was about to go to 
jail for a long time on weapons 
charges, and they partied on 
and off for three weeks. She was 
arrested in March for theft 
breaching her bail. 

“All I want them to see is that 
I’m trying,” Hutchison says. “To 
have someone from the ministry 
be like, ‘You know what, we’re 
here to help you, OK? And if you 
can commit to this goal, than we 
will help you succeed.’” 

Time’s up and the call is cut. 


Hutchinson served four 
months at Alouette. She gave 
birth on July 5, but her baby boy 
was not admitted to Alder, Alou¬ 


ette’s mother-baby unit. Instead, 
he was put into foster care. 

Decisions about who can par¬ 
ticipate in the program are made 
by B.C. Corrections on a case-by- 
case basis. The branch looks at 
“each woman’s risk assessment, 
histoiy of offences or any court 
orders prohibiting contact with 
children,” said a B.C. Ministry of 
Justice spokesperson in an email 
sent June 3. 


If there’s a suggestion the child 
may be at risk, the Ministry of 
Children and Family Develop¬ 
ment (MCFD) will get involved. 

“If a woman has applied to 
the Mother-Child Program and 
MCFD has child protection con¬ 
cerns, BC Corrections waits for 
MCFD’s independent decision to 
be made before finalizing the ap¬ 
plication,” wrote another justice 
ministiy spokesperson. 

While she was pregnant at 
Alouette, Hutchison took life- 
skills classes, she signed up for 
outpatient drug treatment, and 
she got letters of support from 
her lawyer and her father. 

But MCFD was skeptical. 

“They’re basically saying 
there’s not enough supervision, 
that I’m high-risk for my ldd,” she 
said during the June 10 phone 
conversation. “I’m just so freaked 
out.” 

Dr. Ruth Elwood Martin is dir¬ 
ector of the University of British 


Columbia’s Collaborating Centre 
for Prison Health and Education 
and was a physician at Alouette 
during the mother-baby pro¬ 
gram’s first iteration. She says 
that, in order for the program 
to work, all the ministries need 
to be on board. 

“What needs to happen is pol¬ 
itical will to have the different 
ministries — Health, Children 
and Family Development, Jus¬ 
tice — to actually collaborate 
over finding a way to keep the 
babies with their mothers while 
the mothers are incarcerated.” 

Brenda Tole, a former Alou¬ 
ette warden who oversaw the 
creation and operation of the 
mother-baby program, agrees. 

“You have to have the initia¬ 
tive to work with all of those 
ministries and community agen¬ 
cies to bring back all that sup¬ 
port, and I’m not sure ... if the 
will is there to do that. What’s 
happening right now is they’re 
just saying that the Ministry of 
Children and Families is not sup¬ 
portive, it’s not in the plan. Well, 
really, their only other plan is 
foster care and that’s a terrible 
outcome,” she says. 

“I almost wish that a lot of the 
people who have control over 
this could have a direct conver¬ 
sation with someone that’s lost 
their baby.” 


Advocates say that Alouette, 
though not ideal, is a practical 
place in which to introduce a 
woman to motherhood and to 
teach approaches to parenting. 

The jail’s premises are sur¬ 
veyed 24 hours a day, there is 


a drug-and-alcohol counsellor 
and parenting classes, and the 
health care centre is attached 
to the mother-baby unit. 

Mo Korchinski, a prisoner ad¬ 
vocate and former Alouette in¬ 
mate, says that a lot of women 
entering jail have lost hope. They 
are living on the streets, killing 
themselves slowly with drugs 
and alcohol. 

Like many addicted women 
who wind up in jail, Korchinski 
lost her kids when she became 
an addict. “(The mother-baby pro¬ 
gram) forced you to look deep,” 
she says. “And those feelings of 
a mother — you couldn’t deny 
them anymore ’cause it was right 
in your face, and that started the 
healing process.” 

A recent Statistics Canada re¬ 
port found that 94 per cent of 
women in provincial jails strug¬ 
gle with substance abuse. 

“Where is it going to change?” 
Korchinski asks, and then em¬ 
phatically answers her own 
question: “It changes with the 
mother-baby program, because 
these women now have hope.... 
Eveiybody needs hope and every¬ 
body needs a purpose in life.” 

This summer UBC’s prison- 
health centre published a set of 
guidelines and best practices for 
prison mother-baby programs. 
Advocates hope the guidelines 
will help meaningfully reactivate 
the Alouette’s program, which, 
despite the province’s assurances 
that it is available, has not hosted 
any of the three mothers, includ¬ 
ing Melody Hutchinson, who 
have given birth at Alouette since 
the program’s 2014 reopening.

Today Hutchinson is working 
full-time and living in Terrace 
B.C., near her father. She’s strug¬ 
gling to recover her son from the 
foster family he was placed with 
while she was in jail. 

“Her son’s here in Maple Ridge 
and they won’t transfer him up,” 
says Korchinski, who’s trying to 
help Hutchinson get custody of 
her baby. “She has to take a 28- 
hour Greyhound bus ride down 
here to see him, and she gets a 
two-hour visit a day, and she 
has to take a week off at work.” 

Korchinski says Hutchinson’s 
going to keep fighting to get her 
son back, but it’s harder now 
that he’s growing attached to 
his foster family. 

Each time Hutchinson visits 
her son, Korchinski says, she will 
“go through that all over again.” 

“I was with her when she went 
and visited him. I was in tears 
for her.”

Immediate priorities 
foeus of throne speech 


The Trudeau government’s first 
throne speech is likely to be one 
of the shortest in Canadian his¬ 
tory 

Insiders say the speech, to be 
read by Gov. Gen. David Johnston 
on Friday, will be little more than 
a list of the new Liberal govern¬ 
ment’s immediate priorities, with 
minimal rhetorical flourishes 
and no surprises. It won’t men¬ 
tion every federal department. It 
won’t recap every single promise 
made by Prime Minister Justin 
Trudeau during the federal elec¬ 
tion campaign. 

Rather, it will be a brief recita¬ 
tion of the urgent promises Tru¬ 
deau intends to move on over the 
coming year — those aimed at 
improving the lot of struggling 


middle-class Canadians foremost 
among them. 

The brevity and tight focus of 
the speech is modelled on throne 
speeches in the mother of Parlia¬ 
ments in the United Kingdom, 

But while Liberals are still 
basking in the afterglow of their 
upset victory on Oct. 19, their 
triumphant return to the gov¬ 
ernment side of the aisle in the 
Commons has been dampened 
by news that one of their veteran 
MPs, Mauril Belanger, who had 
been in the running to become 
Speaker, was diagnosed late last 
week with amyotrophic lateral 
sclerosis —ALS or Lou Gehrig’s 
disease. He withdrew from the 
race on Monday.

SYRIAN REFUGEES 

Families 
await flights 
to Canada in 
Irbid, Jordan 

Here are the children of war. 
Some were born in exile in Jor¬ 
dan, while others watched their 
homes in Syria being destroyed 
and then had to flee the conflict 
with anxious parents and fright¬ 
ened siblings. 

Now their young lives are 
about to undergo another pro¬ 
found transformation. 

If all goes well, these children 
— and their families — will 
be resettled in Canada, once 
Canadian officials in Amman 
complete medical and security 
screening and issue them im¬ 
migration documents. 

The children, from five dif¬ 


ferent families from towns in 
southern Syria, have been living 
in Irbid, in northern Jordan, and 
were photographed by Canadian 
Press journalist Paul Chiasson. 

Some are coming to Canada 
under the private sponsorship 
program, while others are in the 
government-sponsored stream. 

The refugees know how for¬ 
tunate they are. 

As Canada’s massive humani¬ 
tarian mission gets underway, 
other Syrians are calling the 
International Organization of 
Migration, begging to be among 
the 25,000 Syrians Canada has 
promised to bring here by the 
end of February. 

“Syrians are reading about the 
Canadian mission in the press 
and they are very media savvy. 
Word gets out fast. We have to 
tell them to take their case to 
the UN,” said Craig Murphy, 
with the IOM in Jordan.

Canada could welcome 50,000 
refugees by end of 2016 : Minister 


The federal government has al¬ 
ready issued 1,015 permanent 
resident visas to Syrian refu¬ 
gees destined for a new life in 
Canada. Meanwhile, the federal 
government Tuesday signalled 
Canada could welcome as many 
as 50,000 refugees by the end 
of 2016. 

“The number of refugees is 
likely to be in the order of35,000 


to 50,000,” Immigration Minister 
John McCallum said Wednesday 
after consulting with several 
provinces and territories over 
the numbers they will be able 
to take. 

“That’s not yet in the official 
plan, but based on the discus¬ 
sions we’ve been having, it’s 
likely to be in that order.” 

An estimated 271 Syrian refu¬ 


gees have been resettled in Can¬ 
ada since Nov. 4, with thousands 
more expected provided Ottawa 
finds sufficient airline capacity 
from Jordan and Turkey. 

Those flights could begin as 
early as Dec. 10. Toronto’s Pear¬ 
son airport is preparing a rarely 
used terminal that will be dedi¬ 
cated to processing the refugees.

Shooting in California 
centre leaves 14 dead

We have a pattern now of mass 
shootings in this country that 
has no parallel anywhere else.

• Lt. Rich Lawhead said 
Wednesday that a call came in 
just before 11 a.m. that mul¬ 
tiple shots had been fired in 
the area of the Inland Region¬ 
al Center. Lavinia Johnson, 
executive director of the In¬ 
land Regional Center, told 
CNN that somebody pulled 
the fire alarm, and shortly 
after, the building went into 
lockdown. 

• FBI agents and other law 
enforcement authorities con¬ 
verged on the centre and 
searched room to room for 
the attackers, but they had 
apparently escaped. 

Several people locked them¬ 
selves in their offices, desper¬ 
ately waiting to be rescued by 
police, after the gunfire erupt¬ 
ed. Some texted their loved 
ones or telephoned them and 
whispered to them what was 
going on. 

• As the manhunt went on, 
stores, office buildings and at 
least one school were locked 
down in the city of 214,000 
people about 100 kilometres 
east of Los Angeles, and roads 
were blocked off. 

• The Inland Regional Cen¬ 
ter provides services for more 
than 30,000 people in the 
region with developmental 
delays and their families, and 
employs 670 staff according 
to its Faceboolc page. 

• Brandon Hunt, an em¬ 
ployee at the Inland Regional 
Center, told CNN that there 
was a banquet for county per¬ 
sonnel inside the building and 
that the shooting happened 
in the auditorium. 

There were about 500 IRC 
employees inside the build¬ 
ing, Hunt said. “Employees 
were locked in offices, clos¬ 
ets, just to try and stay safe,” 
he said.

Police say two 
suspects have 
been killed 

A man and a woman connected 
to a mass shooting that left 14 
people dead and 17 wounded in 
San Bernardino were killed in 
a firelight with police officers 
after a car chase Wednesday, 
authorities said. 

The alleged assailants were 
chased through San Bernardino 
by a crush of city and feder¬ 
al law enforcement officers 
around 3 p.m. local time. 

San Bernardino Police Chief 


Jarrod Burguan said the sus¬ 
pects fled from a home in Red¬ 
lands as police arrived to search 
the residence. Officers pursued 
them back into San Bernardino, 
leading to a shootout that left 
both suspects dead and one 
officer wounded. The officer 
is expected to survive. 

A federal law enforcement 
source said the suspects hurled 
pipe bombs and other impro¬ 
vised explosive devices at po¬ 
lice during the vehicle pursuit. 

Late Wednesday, a law en¬ 
forcement official identified 
one of the suspects as Syed 
Faroolc. The official spoke on 
condition of anonymity. 

A third person was detained 


in the area where the pursuit 
ended. That person’s connec¬ 
tion to the shooting was un¬ 
known. 

The chase came just four 
hours after assailants opened 
fire at a holiday party at the 
Inland Regional Center, a social 
services office that aids people 
with developmental disabilities. 

A senior federal official said 
investigators believe one of the 
shooters left the party after get¬ 
ting into an argument and re¬ 


turned with one or two armed 
companions. Local officials said 
it was not clear if the people 
involved in the dispute were 
the same people involved in 
the shooting. 

The shooters carried long 
guns and wore masks when 
they opened fire on a gather¬ 
ing of San Bernardino County 
health department employees 
around 11 a.m., a county of¬ 
ficial said. 

A black sport-utility vehicle 


was seen fleeing from the of¬ 
fice complex where the shoot¬ 
ing occurred. Shortly before 3 
p.m., police began pursuing a 
black SUV in San Bernardino. 

TV footage showed dozens 
of heavily armed police officers 
approaching the SUV, and of¬ 
ficers in tactical gear could be 
seen stalking through a San 
Bernardino neighbourhood. 

A body could be seen lying 
in the street near the vehicle. 
Blood was pooling nearby and 
a weapon was lying just feet 
away. 

The motive for the attack 
remains unclear, torstar news

ISIL targeting homosexuals 


FIGHTING ISIL 

Kurds’ leading role 
complicates alliance 


Before a crowd of men on a street 
in the Syrian city of Palmyra, 
the masked Islamic State of Iraq 
and the Levant (ISIL) judge read 
out the sentence against two 
men convicted of homosexual¬ 
ity: They would be thrown to 
their deaths from the roof of 
the nearby Wael Hotel. 

He asked one of the men if he 
was satisfied with the sentence. 
Death, the judge told him, would 
help cleanse him of his sin. 

“I’d prefer it if you shoot me 
in the head,” 32-year-old Ha- 
was Mallah replied helplessly. 
The second man, 21-year-old 
Mohammed Salameh, pleaded 
for a chance to repent, promis¬ 


ing never to have sex with a 
man again, according to a wit¬ 
ness among the onlookers that 
sunny July morning. 

“Take them and throw them 
off,” the judge ordered. Other 
masked extremists tied the 
men’s hands up and blindfolded 
them. They led them to the roof 
of the four-stoiy hotel, accord¬ 
ing to the witness, who spoke in 
Reyhanli, Turkey on condition 
he be identified only by his first 
name, Omar. 

Notorious for their gruesome 
killing methods, ISIL reserves one 
of its most brutal for suspected 
homosexuals. Videos it has re¬ 
leased show militants dangling 


men over the precipices of build¬ 
ings by their legs to drop them 
head-first or tossing them over 
the edge. At least 36 men in Syria 
and Iraq have been killed by ISIL 
militants on charges of sodomy, 
according to the New York-based 
OutRight Action International. 

A 26-year-old Syrian gay man 
told The Associated Press that 
even two years after fleeing to 
Turkey, he wakes up shaken by 
nightmares that he is about to 
be hurled from a building. The 
man spoke on condition that he 
be identified as Daniel Halaby, 
the name he now uses in his 
activism tracking ISIL atrocities.

U.K. votes to launch 
airstrikes over Syria 

British lawmakers voted 
by a wide margin Wednes¬ 
day to join the internation¬ 
al campaign of airstrikes 
against the ISIL in Syria, 
after Prime Minister David 
Cameron asserted that 
bombing the "medieval 
monsters" in their heartland 
would make Britain safer. 

The 397-223 vote in the 
House of Commons means 
Royal Air Force fighter jets 
— already operating against 
ISIL in Iraq — could be fly¬ 
ing over Syria immediately.

Drawing on thousands of com¬ 
batants from Syria’s mix of reli¬ 
gious and ethnic groups, a U.S.- 
backed alliance called tire Syrian 
Democratic Forces has emerged 
as the most effective fighting 
force against the ISIL group. 

But the dominant role of Kurd¬ 
ish fighters in the alliance is a 
concern for majority Sunni Arab 
factions and their regional back¬ 
ers, raising questions about the 
group’s future role in a broader 
political context in Syria. 

The coalition already faces op¬ 
position from other groups fight¬ 


ing to topple President Bashar 
Assad because those groups wide¬ 
ly distrust the Kurds. 

And while the coalition has 
been capturing territory steadily 
in northern Syria from extrem¬ 
ists, it is hampered greatly by its 
inability to retake areas with a 
majority Sunni Arab population. 

In a devastated landscape 
where extremists and Islamic 
groups largely preside, the Syr¬ 
ian Democratic Forces are the 
closest thing to an inclusive and 
moderate fighting force in Syria.

NATO offered to take in Monte¬ 
negro on Wednesday and thus 
expand its reach in southeast 
Europe, prompting a brisk Rus¬ 
sian threat of retaliatory meas¬ 
ures against the tiny Slavic 
countiy. 

U.S. Secretaiy of State John 
Kerry insisted the alliance is 
“not a threat to anybody” and 
sought to redirect focus on the 
radical Islamic State of Iraq and 
the Levant (ISIL) group in Syria. 

The invitation to Monte¬ 
negro culminated a two-day 
meeting of NATO foreign min¬ 
isters that was largely over¬ 
shadowed by the alliance’s 
complex relationship and 
tensions with Moscow over 
issues such as Crimea, eastern 
Ukraine and Syria. 

Russia continues to bomb 
“moderate” opponents of Syr¬ 
ian President Bashar Assad 
more than the extremist ISIL 
that the West is fighting, ac¬ 
cording to U.S. officials. 

History of being bombed 

Montenegro, an Adriatic Sea 
nation of just over 600,000 
people that was part of Yugo¬ 
slavia and split from Serbia 
in 2006, was struck by NATO 
bombs during the air campaign 
against Slobodan Milosevic’s 
forces. Kerry said NATO’s invi¬ 
tation to Montenegro, which 
has been working hard to meet 
that alliance’s admission cri¬ 
teria, didn’t amount to a slap 
at Russia. 

“This is not focused on them 
specifically. It’s focused on the 
potential of defence against 
anybody or anything that is 
a threat — including ISIL,” he 
said. “It would be a great mis¬ 
take to react adversely to a 
countiy that has been work¬ 
ing for 10 years.” 

“NATO is not a threat to any¬ 
body,” he said. 

An open-door policy 

NATO Secretary-General Jens 
Stoltenberg said the invita¬ 
tion to Montenegro, which has 
strong economic and cultural 
ties to Russia, reaffirmed the 
alliance’s longstanding “open- 
door” policy toward potential 
member states. Stoltenberg 
also repeated hopes that NATO 
will one day take in Georgia, 
a former Soviet republic that 
has helped the alliance in Af¬ 
ghanistan, which would be an¬ 
other move that could rankle 
Moscow. 

Bosnia-Herzegovina and 
Macedonia are also being con¬ 
sidered as possible entrants 
to NATO.

Climate deal 
negotiations 
likened to 
fictional plot 

With world leaders back home, 
it’s time for the hardcore ne¬ 
gotiators to work on the more 
mundane guts of a climate 
deal, and they are being told 
to quicken their pace. 

Generally, climate negotia¬ 
tions follow a certain rhythm, 


veteran negotiators and ob¬ 
servers say. Wednesday is the 
middle of the nitty-gritty time 
when the building blocks of a 
deal start to form. 

“It’s like seeing an action 
movie,” said former U.S. cli¬ 
mate negotiator Nigel Purvis, 
who is now president of Cli¬ 
mate Advisers. “There’s gener¬ 
ally a plot, bad guys come to 
threaten the world. Eventually 
humanity rallies together and 
overcomes. That’s the kind of 
thing that happens here.” 

For the next few days, nego¬ 
tiators will be working to get 


the less-controversial subjects 
finished and explore possible 
compromises on the bigger 
sticking points, all before work 
gets kicked up to higher levels. 
The lower-level negotiators 
have a Saturday-noon deadline 
to come up with language for 
a new text of a deal that nar¬ 


rows the options to something 
the big guns start with, accord¬ 
ing to French Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Laurent Fabius, who is the 
president of the climate talks. 

“We must speed the pro¬ 
cess up because we have much 
work to do,” Fabius said at a 
Wednesday news conference. 


“Compromise solutions must 
be found as soon as possible.” 

A record number of world 
leaders gathering in one place 
to discuss the single issue of 
climate change sends a strong 
signal, United Nations climate 
chief Christiana Figueres said. 
Fabius called it “strong mo¬ 
mentum,” a phrase echoed 
later Wednesday by chief U.S. 
negotiator Todd Stern. 

The key is for many issues 
to be settled by Saturday, Fa¬ 
bius said, who repeatedly men¬ 
tioned the need to speed up 
negotiations, the associated press

Moving her finger over the 
laptop trackpad, six-year-old 
Lauren Meek drags and drops 
a block of code to build a set 
of instructions. She clicks the 
“run” button and watches as 
the character moves through 
a maze. She then pumps her 
fist in excitement. 

“Yes! This is so easy,” says 


Meek, a lcindergartner at Mar¬ 
shall Elementaiy in Marysville, 
north of Seattle. 

This fall, most elementary 
school students in the Marys¬ 
ville School District are getting 
40-minute weekly computer 
science lessons as part of their 
core instruction — part of a 
growing effort nationwide to 
expose more public school chil¬ 
dren to computer science, even 
as early as in kindergarten. 

Backed by technology lead¬ 
ers, nonprofits and compan¬ 
ies, schools in New York, San 
Francisco and other cities have 
committed to offer computer 
science in all grade levels. 


Currently, computer science 
is taught in only about one of 
four high schools nationwide 
with fewer in lower middle and 
elementaiy school grades. And 
only 27 states allow a computer 
science course to be counted to¬ 
ward graduation requirements 
in math or science, according 
to Code.org, a Seattle-based 
national non-profit. 

But there’s been a surge 
in interest in recent years. In 
2015, nearly 49,000 students 
took the Advanced Placement 
exam in computer science, a 
25 per cent increase from the 
previous year.

It’s really a beta version of his 
government that Prime Minis¬ 
ter Justin Trudeau is introdu¬ 
cing to the House of Commons 
this week. 

More than half of his min¬ 
isters are taking a seat in the 
Commons for the first time on 
Thursday and a good number 
of them cannot yet count on 
the backing of a full staff to 
see them through their parlia¬ 
mentary baptism of fire. 

It has barely been a month 
since they have all been sworn 
in. 

Jean Chretien, who was first 
elected in late October 1993, 
did not reopen Parliament 
until almost three months 
later. 

In 2006, Stephen Harper 
gave himself more than two 
months before his minority 
Conservative government en¬ 
tered the Commons. 

In his new role, Trudeau is 
turning out to be a bit of an 
Energizer bunny. Like the rab¬ 
bit in the iconic commercial, 
his batteries don’t seem to run 
out. Time will tell whether his 
on/off switch functions as well, 
if at all. 

The prime minister is eager 
to bring in the targeted family 
tax cuts he campaigned on. 
Those — along with the costs 
of the Liberal Syrian refugee 
resettlement plan — are to be 
put to votes over the short par¬ 
liamentary sitting. 

But in practical terms, that 
could have waited until after 
the new year with little harm 
done to the 2016 tax planning 
of Canadians or to the capacity 
of the government to spend

on resettling refugees. 

Similarly, the parliamentary 
committees Trudeau plans to 
put in place to deal with time- 
sensitive files such as medic¬ 
ally assisted suicide or the 
Trans-Pacific trade deal will be 
hard-pressed to accomplish 
much between now and the 
first weeks of Januaiy. 

In opposition, Trudeau rev¬ 
elled in his life on the road 
— outside the Parliament Hill 
fishbowl. His sense that the 
fortunes of his government 
will not necessarily play out 
on the stage of the Commons 
may account for his willing¬ 
ness to treat this first sitting 
more as an audition than a 
definitive production. 

Before this fall, no federal 
party had ever jumped from 
third to first place. It is pos¬ 
sible that few anticipated the 
magnitude of the staffing chal¬ 
lenge that stood to result from 


that feat. 

The Liberal support crew 
that crossed the aisle from op¬ 
position to government along 
with Trudeau was the smallest 
ever. From 36 offices in oppos¬ 
ition, the party in government 
now has to fill positions in 
184, including 31 ministerial 
suites plus the Prime Minis¬ 
ter’s Office. 

The civil service was always 
going to play a larger role in 
the affairs of a Liberal gov¬ 
ernment than it did under 
Stephen Harper. In these early 
days, it is doing so as much by 
default as by design. 

The other collateral conse¬ 
quence of Trudeau’s decision 
to hit the ground running 
has been to consolidate the 
already uncommonly strong 
finks between his administra¬ 
tion and Kathleen Wynne’s 
Ontario government.

strategic impetus behind his 
victoiy hailed from Queen’s 
Park’s Liberal backrooms and 
it is the place the new govern¬ 
ment has turned to for sea¬ 
soned staff.

Thomas Mulcair’s chief-of-staff, 
Alain Gaul, has gone back to 
Montreal. 

The Bloc Quebecois has 
lost the party’s second-in-com¬ 
mand, Catherine Fournier, to 
PQ leader Pierre Karl Peladeau 
and the national assembly. 

With no Conservative gov¬ 
ernment in any of the four 
larger provinces, hundreds 
of former aides to the previ¬ 
ous government make up a 
wandering army of political 
orphans. 

A hyperactive prime min¬ 
ister may be just what the 
opposition parties need to get 
over their post-election dol¬ 
drums.

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The Pirelli calendar isn't 
a feminist victory. It's all 
about Annie Leibovitz. 



It's ridiculous to call the calen¬ 
dar a calendar — or even the 
product of Pirelli, the high-end 
tire company that pays for it. 

It's all about Annie Leibovitz. 

In the past, the company 
has let photographers do as 
they please while shooting the 
annual calendar/marketing 
ploy/exclusive photography 
collection that is reportedly 
only gifted to 20,000 VIPs. 

Mostly, photographers shot 
sexy, naked or half-naked 
models. Even Leibovitz opted 
for clothes-free women in 
2000, when she first shot the 
calendar, though her work 
then was on the artsy end of 
the nude-pictorial continuum. 

This time she's produced 
12 moving portraits of mostly 
clothed women, chosen not 
for their erotic power but for 
their economic or cultural 
might. 

"This calendar is so com¬ 
pletely different," Leibovitz 
says in a promotional video. 

But the difference is not so 
much a sign of the times as a 
sign of Leibovitz's politics. 

"Believe me, I do not think 
naked girls are going out 
of fashion," says writer and 
subject Fran Lebowitz, before 
jumping on the bandwagon: 
"But it's interesting that people 
are interested in different ways 
of looking at women." 

Are they? Or are they 
interested in being associ¬ 
ated with Leibovitz, one of the 
world's most respected and 
highly paid photographers? 
She personally invited the 
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calendar's models — a comic 
star, a Hollywood producer, a 
tennis sensation, a modern- 
art matriarch. Many of them 
told the media that it was the 
chance to work with Leibovitz 
that persuaded them to pose. 

Other women, and similar 
portraits, could have been 
shot a decade ago. There's 
nothing about this moment 
that's inhospitable to sexual- 
ized nudity, except, perhaps, 
the fear of being cliche. It's 
more a question of taste, in 
other words, than of politics. 

If anything, you might 
hail this as a moment not for 
women, but powerful women, 
a depiction of female accom¬ 
plishment at rarefied levels. 
That Leibovitz might want 
to celebrate that subculture 
shouldn't surprise — she 
belongs to it. 

"To pay tribute to women 
at all ages who have accom¬ 
plished something, it's quite 
a statement," says the Iranian 
artist and subject Shirin Ne- 
shat in the video. 

Not quite. Yes, we should 
absolutely acknowledge 
women's accomplishments. 
We should absolutely cele¬ 
brate beauty, clothed. But 
neither should be construed 
as synonymous with women's 
status in general. 

The new Pirelli calendar is 
either Annie Leibovitz's ode to 
women of power, or their ode 
to Leibovitz, or both, destined 
for the walls of the elite few. 

And Pirelli? It just wants to 
sell tires.

Real Swedish Meatballs 

There are as many recipes for 
meatballs in Scandinavia as 
there are cooks. 

Recipes vaiy regionally, 
too, both in ingredients and 
sizing. 

Sadly, nowadays a lot of 
people buy meatballs instead 
of making them. 

The homemade version 
is so very wholesome and 
worth the effort. Serve with 
creamy mashed potato. 

Ingredients: 

• 1/3 cup old-fashioned oats 
or breadcrumbs 

• 2/3 cup meat stock (chicken 
works well, too) 

• 14 oz. ground beef 

• 9 oz. ground pork (min¬ 
imum 10% fat) 

• 1 US large egg 

• 21/2 tablespoons all-purpose 
flour 

• pinch of salt 

• 1 teaspoon ground allspice 

• 1/2 teaspoon ground black 
pepper 

• 1/2 teaspoon ground white 
pepper 

• a dash of Worcestershire 
sauce or soy sauce 

• 1 small onion, grated 

• butter and oil, for hying 

• mashed potato, to serve 

Stirred Lingonberries 

• 9 oz. frozen lingonberries 
(available in some speciality 
food stores and online) 

• 1/2 cup granulated sugar 

Cream Gravy 

• meat stock 

• 1 tablespoon all-purpose 
flour 

• a good glug of single cream 

• salt and ground black pep¬ 
per 

Serves 6 
Directions: 

1. If using oats, soak them in 


the meat or chicken stock for 
5 minutes. 

2. Mix the ground meat 
with a good pinch of salt 
for a couple of minutes in a 
food processor to ensure it’s 
blended thoroughly. 


3. Add the eggs, flour, spices 
and Worcestershire or soy 
sauce to another bowl and 
mix with the soaked oats 
or breadcrumbs and grated 
onion, then add this to the 
meat mixture. You’ll have a 
sticky, but moldable, mix¬ 


ture. Leave the mixture to 
rest for 20-25 minutes before 
using. 

4. Heat up a skillet with a 
small pat or butter or oil and 
shape one small meatball. 
Fiy it until done and then 


taste it. Adjust the seasoning 
according to taste and fry an¬ 
other meatball to test it until 
you get it just right. 

5. Shape the individual 
meatballs in your hands — it 
helps if your hands are damp. 
Each meatball should be 
around 1 in. in diameter, or 
larger if you haven’t got time. 

6 . Melt a pat of butter in a 
skillet with a dash of oil and 
carefully add a few meatballs 
— make sure there is plenty 
of room for you to swivel 
the pan round and help turn 
them so they get a uniform 
round shape and do not stick. 
You’ll most likely need to do 
this in several batches. Cook¬ 
ing time is usually around 5 
minutes per batch. Keep in a 
warm oven until needed. 

7. When your meatballs are 
done, keep the pan on a 
medium heat. Ensure you 
have enough fat in there, if 
not, add a pat of butter to 
the pan. Add a tablespoon 
of flour and whisk, then add 
a splash of stock and whisk 
again as you bring to the boil. 
Keep adding stock until you 
have a good creamy gravy, 
then add a good dollop of 
light cream and season well 
with salt and pepper. The 
colour of the gravy should be 
veiy light brown. 

8 . To prepare the Stirred 
Lingonberries (rarorda 
lingon) simply add the granu¬ 
lated sugar and stir. Leave for 
a while and then stir again, 
until the sugar dissolves and 
the berries have defrosted. 
Store leftover Stirred Lingon¬ 
berries in the fridge.

In her heart, Kate Morton has 
always viewed herself as a 
mystery writer. Together, the 
Australian author’s five books 
have sold more than 10 mil¬ 
lion copies worldwide, placing 
her on the blockbuster podium 
alongside thriller writers such 
as Paula Hawkins and Gillian 
Flynn. But Morton’s Gothic, ro¬ 
mantic settings and historical 
time periods have made her 
books tough to classify — not 
that it matters to her multi¬ 
tude of fans. 

“I don’t think I’m officially 
part of the mysteiy-writing com¬ 
munity in terms of how publish¬ 
ers see me or how booksellers 
position me,” Morton says. 

“My books contain history, 
but aren’t really historical fic¬ 
tion. They contain mystery but 



they contain characters’ stories, 
too. And they don’t necessar¬ 
ily have that fast pace. But all 
my books start — along with 
character and setting — with 
a mystery.” 

That attitude might change 
with her latest novel. The Lake 
House contains all the signature 
elements of a Morton story: 
a crumbling British manor, 
duel timelines linking past and 
present, and a female protag¬ 
onist burdened with family se¬ 
crets. But the stoiy twists and 
weaves up until the very last 
pages, as it connects Sadie Spar¬ 
row, a detective who becomes 
obsessed with a case involving 
an abandoned child and her 
missing mother, with Alice Ed- 
evane, an elderly crime novelist 
who is harbouring informa¬ 
tion surrounding the unsolved 
disappearance of her infant 
brother, decades earlier. 

“I wanted to make a much 
more explicit attempt at writing 
a mysteiy story,” says Morton. 
“I wanted to have fun with this 
and make one of my characters 
one of those real grande dames 
of the mysteiy-writing world.” 

Morton’s love of mystery 
started as a kid. Weaned on 
Enid Blyton’s classic Famous 
Five series, she later become fas-

cinated with the literaiy Gothic, 
studying tragedy in Victorian 
literature as her Master’s thesis 
at University of Queensland. 
She was drawn to books by the 
Bronte Sisters in which “secrets 
and mysteries from the past 
can’t be repressed and they 
come back to haunt those char¬ 
acters in the present.” 

Even The Lake House’s set¬ 
ting is a nod to classic BritLit: 
the isolated region of Cornwall 
and its dramatic moors and 
cliffs served as the background 
for some of Daphne du Maur- 
ier’s most famous stories. Mor¬ 
ton says, “I wanted somewhere 


where it seemed possible that 
an abandoned house could be 
consumed by nature.” 

Before the publication of 
Morton’s first published novel 
in 2006, The House at Riverton 
— about a servant who keeps a 
society family’s secret hidden 
for decades — she had shopped 
around two manuscripts with 
no luck. As a new mom, she 
had made peace with the fact 
that writing might just be a 
hobby. “That’s why that book 
doesn’t subscribe to any genre 
in particular. It was really writ¬ 
ten to my own taste,” Morton 
says. 

“In retrospect, it’s not sur¬ 
prising that’s the one people 
responded to because it’s really 
heartfelt and genuine.” 

Regardless of where her 
novels are slotted or what genre 
is considered in vogue, Morton 
says she’ll continue to write 
what interests and pleases her 
the most. 

“I tiy to create a world that I 
can disappear inside,” she says, 
“and I have to trust that means 
that readers will want to dis¬ 
appear into that world as well.”

Zuckerberg’s $45 billion 
philanthropic bid stuns 


CHARITY 

Facebook CEO 
commits 99 
per cent of 
stockholdings 

Facebook CEO Mark Zuclcerberg 
is shaking up yet another sector 
— the charity world—with his 
surprise announcement that he 
and his wife will devote the bulk 
of their wealth, or about $45 
billion, to philanthropic works. 

The move will eventually put 
him and his wife, Priscilla Chan, 
in the same philanthropic ech¬ 
elon as Bill and Melinda Gates. It 
also involves a new type of phil¬ 
anthropic structure that differs 
from traditional foundations, 
although details remain scarce. 

Zuclcerberg made his pledge 
on Facebook in celebration of 
his daughter Max’s birth. 

The Zuclcerbergs said Tuesday 
they will, over time, commit 99 
per cent 


of their Facebook stockholdings 
to such causes as fighting disease, 
improving education and “build¬ 
ing strong communities.” The 
couple had previously pledged 
to give away at least half their 
assets during their lifetime, but 
hadn’t provided specifics. 

The announcement stunned 
the charity world. The new organ¬ 
ization, called the Chan Zuclcer- 
berg Initiative, will pursue its in¬ 
itiatives through a combination 
of charitable donations, private 
investment and promotion of 
government-policy reform. 

By comparison, the Bill and 
Melinda Gates Foundation has 
an endowment of just over $41 
billion, which includes wealth 
donated by the Microsoft founder 
and his friend, the businessman 
Warren Buffett. 

The new initiative will be or¬ 
ganized as a limited liability com¬ 
pany, however, rather than as 
a non-profit foundation. “They 
want the most flexibility and 
they are going to use a wide var-

iety of activities to achieve their 
mission,” Rachael Horwitz, a Fa¬ 
cebook spokeswoman, said via 
email. “So in that way this is not 
a foundation nor is it entirely 


charitable.” 

The notion of investing money 
in companies that tackle social 
issues isn’t new, but it has gained 
more currency among a younger 
generation of philanthropists, 
particularly in the tech world. 
In the letter to their daugh¬

Tall condos are 
transforming 
skylines across 
the country

Skyscraper condominiums are 
the norm in major urban cen¬ 
tres across the globe. Many 
Canadian cities are experi¬ 
encing an urban renaissance 
with high-density, highrise 
communities in the central 
downtown cores. This week, 
Metro takes a look at Canada’s 
tallest condos. 

A bold Icon 

In the nation’s capital, things 
are moving skyward. The 
Claridge Icon condominiums 
will reach 485 feet high with 
45 storeys and 320 suites, mak¬ 
ing it one of the tallest residen¬ 
tial buildings in the city. Icon 
is located at the intersection 
of Carling and Preston, near 
Centretown. 

The bold, geometric edi¬ 
fice is designed by renowned 
Canadian architects Hariri 


Pontarini. At street level, the 
light-filled podium displays 
a subtle offset design, with 
cantilevered sections giving 
the illusion of shifting and 
expanding. 

‘Urban renewal’ 

In the west, Winnipeg is also 
on the way up. SkyCity Centre 
will be a mixed-use tower in 
the heart of downtown Win¬ 
nipeg. Rising 45 storeys high, 
it is projected to be the tall¬ 
est tower between Toronto 
and Calgary, with 388 resi¬ 
dential units, 60,000 sq. ft.

Canadians love cats. Thirty- 
seven percent of Canadian 
households own one or more 
cats, according to the Can¬ 
adian Federation of Humane 
Societies. 

Despite the fact that their 
owners are fiercely loyal to 
them, landlords and property 
owners don’t always think so 
kindly of our feline friends, 
making apartment hunting 
with a cat a bit tougher than 
a normal search. 

We asked Niccole Schreclc, 
senior brand manager for 
Rent.com (and a cat owner 
herself), for her tips on how 
renters can find the perfect 
home for both them and their 
furry companions. 

Look specifically for 

cat-friendly buildings 

It seems obvious, but apart¬ 
ment hunters would save 
themselves from a lot of 
heartache if they concen¬ 
trated on finding pet-friendly 
units from the outset. 

Luckily for cat owners, 
“there are a lot more re¬ 
strictions for dogs than cats,” 
notes Schreclc. 

What you don’t want is 
to find an apartment you 
love, only to be crushed when 
you discover you can’t bring 
your kitty along. Some web¬ 


sites such as PadMapper. 
com have a cat-friendly fil¬ 
ter that makes the process 
much easier. 

Always start a conversation 

“You can talk to the property 
manager or landlord,” says 
Schreclc. 

“The No. 1 factor (that 
leads landlords to ban cats) 
is fear of damage to the unit. 
Obviously, cat urine is a smell 
that’s almost impossible to 
get rid of. If you have an in¬ 
door/outdoor cat, they fear 
they will bring bugs or birds 
into the unit.” A little assur¬ 
ance goes a long way. 

Create a cat resume 

It may seem silly, but a “cat 
resume” is a great tool to 
show landlords that you take 
their concerns seriously and 
also answers any questions 
they have about your pet. 

“You should always include 
a photo of your pet, along 
with your cat’s name, weight 
and any medical information 
— for example, is it spayed 
or neutered? Is your cat de- 
clawed?” In addition to be¬ 
ing a convenient page for 
property managers to refer¬ 
ence, “it also reassures the 
landlord you are taking this 
seriously.” 


Follow the rules 

Whatever you do, says 
Schreclc, don’t even think 
of sneaking your cat into a 
building where pets are for¬ 


bidden. “It’s a really bad idea 
for a couple of reasons,” she 
notes. 

“One, you are breaking a 
contract. A lease is a legal 


document and not follow¬ 
ing it could lead to being 
fined or losing your secur¬ 
ity deposit — or even being 
evicted.” metro u.s. 


'CATIFY' IT 

Choosing just the right gear 
and tweaking your home 
can keep felines safe, sane 
and stimulated, says the 
author of a new DIY-focused 
book. 

Catify to Satisfy is Kate 
Benjamin and Jackson Gal¬ 
axy's followup to their 2014 
bestseller, Catification, with 
both offering tips from cat 
owners on what they've 
accomplished with home 
enhancements. 

Benjamin and Galaxy's 
advice includes creating a 
"base camp" for a new cat, 
meaning a defined room or 
space where territory can 
be established. Potential 
areas for caving — what 
cats do when looking to 
hide away out of fear — 
should be blocked off. 

Also watch for cocoon¬ 
ing, when cats go to a mov¬ 
able, semi-enclosed haven 
to help bring their stress 
level down. A cocoon can 
be anything from a paper 
bag to a cardboard box to a 
cat carrier. It should slowly 
be moved out of base camp 
as socialization progresses.

Cornish ends a line career 


CFL 

Stamps legend 
racked up 2 
Grey Cup wins, 
3 rushing titles 

Jon Cornish would like fans to 
remember him as an unself¬ 
ish player. 

After nine CFL seasons, three 
rushing titles and two Grey Cup 
rings, Cornish announced his 
retirement on Wednesday. 

“Nine years for No. 9,1 think 
that’s fitting, but all good things 
come to an end,” said Cornish. 
“Fve been defined so many 
different ways as a running 
back, but I think the No. 1 way 
I would want to be remembered 
is as a guy that cared about the 
fans that he was playing for. I 
want to be a person that was 
understood to not be playing for 
me. I was playing for everybody 
else, for our team.” 

The 31-year-old from New 
Westminster, B.C., played just 
nine games for the Stampeders 
in an injury-plagued 2015 sea¬ 
son during which he suffered 
a broken thumb in late July 
before complaining of neck 
stiffness after a 15-11 loss at 
home to the Edmonton Eskimos 
on Oct. 10. 

“After every concussion, I 
never really had serious cogni¬ 
tive issues,” said Cornish. “My 
issues were with the neck. Your 
neck gets jarred that much, 
probably something happened 
to your head as well.” 

Cornish also missed nine 
games in the 2014 season due 
to concussion symptoms. De-

spite that fact he still led the 
league in rushing with 1,082 
yards and helped Calgaiy win 
the 2014 Grey Cup 20-16 over 
Hamilton, though the Tiger- 
Cats held him to 25 yards on 
nine carries. 

“Going forward, I want to be 
an advocate for brain health,” 
said Cornish, who made the 
decision after last season that 
he was going to retire if he suf¬ 
fered another concussion. “I 
hope to help people learn that 
your brain is your most import¬ 
ant muscle and it’s really your 


most important asset.” 

Although Calgary quarter¬ 
back Bo Levi Mitchell said that 
it’s hard to see his teammate 
go, he understands and sup¬ 
ports Cornish’s decision. 

“I’m excited that Jon’s mak¬ 
ing the right decision for him¬ 
self and his health and his 
family,” said Mitchell. “He was 


somebody that was veiy, veiy 
fun to not only watch play the 
game, but to turn around and 
hand the ball to. He knew how 
to use his body and his abilities 
to the best of his ability and he 
did an amazing job of it. It’ll be 
tough to not have him out there 
on the field with us anymore.” 

Cornish was the CFL’s lead¬ 


ing rusher and top Canadian 
from 2012 to 2014. He broke 
Normie Kwong’s 56-year-old 
single-season rushing record 
for a Canadian with 1,457 yards 
in 2012. 

Cornish then broke his own 
record the following year with 
1,813 rushing yards and was 
named the CFL’s most outstand¬ 
ing player. That season he be¬ 
came the first CFL player to win 
the Lou Marsh Trophy, awarded 
by The Toronto Star to Canada’s 
top athlete, since Russ Jackson

Despite initial 
snub. Blues 
prospect is 
firmly in mix 

Jake Walman grew up playing 
in the Greater Toronto Hockey 
League like a lot of Canadian 
kids. But he’s not just a Can¬ 
adian hockey player. 

Because Walman’s mother, 
Mari Anne, is American, the 
young defenceman is a dual 
citizen with Canadian and U.S. 
passports. 

While he played for Can¬ 
ada East in the World Junior 
A Challenge two years ago, 
he chose to attend U.S. world 
junior camp this past summer 
and hoped to wear the red, 
white and blue at the upcom¬ 
ing tournament in Helsinki. 

The International Ice Hockey 
Federation disagreed, deem¬ 
ing Walman ineligible to play 
for the U.S. because he’s Can¬ 
adian-born and trained. And 


even though the Toronto na¬ 
tive chose the U.S., Hockey 
Canada is welcoming him with 
open arms by inviting him to 
its world junior selection camp. 

“We liked him in the sum¬ 
mer and we still like him,” 
Hockey Canada vice-president 
of hockey operations and na¬ 
tional teams Scott Salmond 


said. “We think he’s going to 
have a real good chance to 
make our team and make us 
better if he does. To me he’s 
Canadian. At the end of the 
day that’s the bottom line.” 

Hockey Canada all along be¬ 
lieved Walman was Canadian. 
Now in his second season at 
Providence College in Rhode 
Island, he would have had to 
play two full seasons to qualify 
as an American. 

Walman is quite the catch, 
too, as the NCAA’s leading scor¬ 
er among defencemen with 10 
goals and eight assists in 12 
games. He could be part of a 


blue line that may feature re¬ 
turnee Joe Hiclcetts and NHL 
first-round picks Haydn Fleury 
and Travis Sanheim. 

Making it will be a challenge 
at a competitive camp, which 
is perhaps why Walman opted 
to go to the U.S. summer camp 
in Lake Placid, N.Y. 

“Jake had to make a deci¬ 
sion based on the information 
he had and probably what he 
thought, as a young player, 
was going to give him the best 
opportunity to play,” Salmond 
said. 

Hockey Canada is giving him 
that opportunity. Walman is 
one of 11 defencemen invited 
to the mid-December camp, 
along with Hiclcetts, Fleury, 
Sanheim, 2014 first-rounder 
Roland McKeown, 2015-first- 
rounders Thomas Chabot and 
Noah Juulsen, potential 2016 
top pick Jacob Chychrun, To¬ 
ronto Maple Leafs second- 
rounder Travis Dermott, fellow 
St. Louis Blues prospect Vince 
Dunn and the only other U.S. 
college player at camp, Boston 
University’s Brandon Hickey. 

“He deserves to be here as 
one of the best 11 defencemen 
in the country, and there is no 
hard feelings,” Hockey Canada 
director of player personnel 
Ryan Jankowski said. “We want 
the best players.”
